Mrs. Pat- 
terson was never in an asylum.

Mr. P.-—Mrs. Jemima T. Davis,

She greatly annoyed my 


wife, and even when Mrs. Patterson 
was a widow she would not have her 
mother with her. 
When we moved

HOTTER THAN NEW YORK. 


Th» Thermometer in the Philadel- 


phia Mint Ranging from 100 
to 146. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 19.—In the 


melter's department of the United 
States Mint in Philadelphia, for the 
last four weeks, tho mercnry has 
ranged from 100 to 125dogrees, with 
an occasional dash up to 145. In 
the rolling room of the coiner's de- 
partment it has averaged from 100 
to 110 degrees, and the whitening 
room from 110 to 130. Experienced 
men only can be employed; hence 
substitution is impossible, and many 
of the 
workmen have fallen at 


their posts. 
Every night they go 


home completely exhausted. 
Most 


of the men havo been employed in 
the mint from fifteen to forty-fiye 
years, *nd they all say that this is 
the hottest season in the history of 
the mint. Notwithstanding this grant 
heat the coinage has kept up to the 
average ef $200,000 to $750,000 a 
month. Almost throughout 
June 


the Treasury Department relied upon 
the Philadelphia mint entirely, the 
mints at San Francisco and Carson 
City having been closed for repairs. 
Within the last thirty days this mint 
has turned out the largest coinage 
in number of pieces ever issued by 
any mint in the world in the same 
time. In the fiscal year ending on 
Jm» 30, $8,260,937.50 in gold has 
been coined, #6,600,502 in silver, 
and $260,350 in base metals, a total 
of «15,121,790.

IS OAKLAND TO HATE A PABKt 


Some years ago a project was set 


on foot to secure lands for a park 
near the head of Lake Merritt. But 
the plan fell through. And since 
that time we hare heard of no move- 
ment for such an end. When Oak- 
land has a population of one hun- 
dred thousand—and that day will 
come much sooner than many ex- 
pect—a park will be a pressing ne- 
cessity. 
Land which is compara- 


tively cheap now will be dear then. 
Nor will thero bo any large tract 
whicU will then be unoccupied. Peo- 
ple are attracted to Oakland among 
other things, because of good streets 
and attractive suburbs. Nearly every 
largo town which has any future is 
making provision for a park. Oak- 
land has made one great improve- 
ment in the construction of the main 
sewer. That is worth to-day five 
t'.caesraorsthan it cost. Lake Merritt 
has been secured to the city largely 
through private enterprise. 
It is in 


some sense 
a substitute 
for 
a 


pirk. 
There are two or three hun- 


dred acres of water. What is wanted 
at present is an extension ol a drive- 
way entirely around the margin of 
the lake. 
It would te the most 


attractive drive in this city, or in 
any other on this coast. 
There is 


now a very good road about half 
way around on the easterly side. 
This ought to be extended clear 
round the westerly shore of the 
lake. 
So far as -,ve know there 


woiild be no opposition to this plan 
among property holders owning ad- 
joining lauds. 
Indeed, most of 


them would warmly encourage such 
an improvement. 
Strangers who 


ride half way round the lake speak 
of the view with delight. It would 
cost but a trifle to carry out the im- 
provement suggested. 
If Oakland 


cannot at present have a land park, 
why not have a water park ? A two- 
milo avenue around Lake Merritt 
would be the chief attraction of this 
growing city.

Mr. Bret Harte's" Gabriel Conroy" 


is quite severely criticised in The 
Saturday lleiictc. 
It finds in the 


novel much obvious imitation of 
Dickens, many of tho author's pecu- 
liar merits, and more faults than 
might ha.-1-e been expected. In point 
of construction it thinks the book 
from beginning to end is ''hope- 
lessly and irredeemably bad," and 
adds: "Incident after incident oc- 
curs which demands and never finds 
explanation. 
Tho charactero, of 


whom, by the way, there are too 
many, constantly get into apparenly 
inextricable confusion. But on earth- 
quake is always coveniently at hand 
to dispose of any difficulties of this 
kind. The writing is, on the whole, 
far below the author's usual work. 
There are indeed passages where his 
imagination and command of lan- 
gnage assert themselves so as to com- 
pel the reader's attention; but there 
are many more which are mere imi- 
tations of another man's style. Any 
one who has skill in the art of skip- 
ping may find his account in reading 
this novel for the good pieces of de- 
scription and dialogre to be found 
in it; but we, who have wandered 
through all its mazes, can only speak 
of it as a most disappointing book.''

was destroyed by tiro off Fom-teen- 
Mile Point ou last Sunday morning, 
and is cue ol tho five (and the only 
passenger) who escaped with their 
lives. 
The St. Claire left Dnluth at (>::•«) 


p. M., on Friday, the 7th, with four 
passengers ant! a crow of fourteen 
men. At Ontonagon another man 
•was added to the crow, and twelve 
or thirteen more passengers were 
taken on boaitl. At about 2 A. M., 
when eighteen miles from Outona- 
gon, and seven and one-half from 
land, fire was discovered iu thcholil, 
near the engine. The captain at 
once arroused the passengers and 
crow, and unavailing efforts were 
made to control the Hames. In rive 
minutes from the first alarm the en- 
tire vessel was wrapped in a shout 
of 
firo. 
An effort was made to 


launch the y..wl. but the intense 
heat prevented, when tho vessel was 
headed to the windward, to drive 
the flames aft, and all hands went 
forward to tho bows, where tho me- 
tallic life boat hmip. It was imme- 
diately launched, but had no sooner 
touched the water than sixteen or 
eighteen m>:a juiappeu into and 
abont it, swamping it instantly. 
There was no ladies- on the vessel. 
Most of the men we'-e provided with 
life preservers,and if reason could 
have prevailed might have been 
saved, but the great majority of them 
were filled with fear aud frenzy, 
and the life b.-at would no sooner 
right than their wild struggles to 
climb into it would again upset it, 
and every time t'ie bout turned over 
some poor fellow, thoroughly chilled 
end exhausted, would lose his hold 
and disappear. The water was in- 
tensely cold, and the unfortunate 
men suffered terribly from it. The 
captain and several others main- 
tained their presence of mind, »nd 
endeavored to calm the fears of 1 he 
drowning men, assuring them that 
if they >vonV. but remain quietly in 
the water for a few minutes they 
could ride safely in their life pre- 
servers, the boat could be bailed 
out, and they could Vie taken in and 
iaved;bnt reason had lost its sway, 
and the poor f-jllows would hear to 
nothing. They kept the boat turn- 
ing over until, one by one, chilled 
and benumbed, they were unable to 
longer retain their hold upon it, 
and passed out of sight, dead or 
(tying. At last, after having been 
in the water two and n half hours— 
it seemed an age to them—the only 
three who survived, dipt. Uhymas, 
First Engineer Dan S. Stringer, and 
Mr. Sntphin. righted and hailed the 
boat, and got safely into it. When 
the boat was first launched the first 
mate, Thomas C. Uoothiuan, and 
wheelsman, 
Thos. 
i'ortier, had 


thrown a hatchway overboard, and 
rrith another man had climbed upon
